RECORD EXPECTED 


CHICAGO, Dec. ‘AP)— 
One hundred and twenty per- 
sons have becn killed in traffic 
accidents in the home-for- 
Christmas rush since 6 o'clock 
last night, most of them in 
areas where highways were 
blanketed by heavy fog. There 
were 11 other fatalities, five of 
them in fires, for a total of 131 
dead so far in 
weekend. 

Heaviest total was In Illinois, 
where 14 traffic deaths 
reported. Missouri listed one 
traffic fatality and four dead 
in fires.

was paid for in large part by small 
contributions from thousands of « 
dren. It is on a spacious granite plat- 
form from which rises a granite 
pedestal. 

It shows the Rock-a-By Lady from 
Hushaby Street poised on butterfly 
wings bending over two drowsy little 
children in bronze upon whom her 
slender hand drops poppies. 

Chiselled in low relief upon the 
pedestal are the magic-boat of Wyn- 
ken, Blynken and Nod; the wonder- 
ful Sugar-Plum tree with joyous 
children gathering the fruit; the 
Fiyaway Horse and his rider, and 
the not-so-happy hero of ‘“Seein’ 
Things at Night.” 

The day I visited this memorial 
it was continually surrounded by 
throngs, particularly children, many 
of whose parents were photographing 
them against the background of the 
two little sleepers and the poppy- 
dropping dreain-spirit. I was told 
that the site is crowded almost every 
sunny day and that visitors have 
been coming from near and far ever 
since the memorial was dedicated 
in the 1920's. 

To me this is evidence that Eugene 
Field is still loved and appreciated 
as the poet of childhood. 

The estimate of several critics of 
stature that some of Field's serious 
poems will never pass out of our 
language or words to that effect are 
on record. I can only add that upon 
rereading his best work including 
the love sengs and lullabies, I still 
find in them the pure gold of human 
sympathy, a sense of beauty and a 
rare poetic touch. And théy do not 
seem to have grown old at all. 

Admittedly Field's column of com- 
ment on the passing show of Ameri- 
ean life was interspersed with trivia, 
sentimental nosegays, verbal brick- 
bats, baseball, politics, even slapstick 
jokes and no end of whimsy such 
as “flimflams” and “fillamaloos.” 
vas a journalist and humorist 
too. 

Let's be kind and bury the dated 
gaieties of yesterday, the period 
verses about such period pieces as 
tea-gowns “flounced and ruffled, 
plaited and puffed.” Some of the 
editors have incongruously juxta- 
posed the bad and the good, Seek 
the altogether-beautiful in Field and 
you will find it. 

Who among us will want to quarre} 
with the honoring of other native 
poets? Let's give them their due but 
in doing so one does not have to slap 
the inoffensive shade of our univer- 
sally loved and acclaimed children's 
poet.

paign spending, Democratic National Chairman 
Paul Butler argued for an increase in the pres- 
ent ceiling but also advocated that most of the 
mouey be raised through small sifts.

Mr. Butler earlier said mruch the same thing 
to two Senate corhmittees. And after the 1952 
campaign there was strong advocacy for the cre- 
ation of committees in each of the states to so- 
licit such small gifts. Yet little came of the idea 
then, even though there was broad agreement 
as to the evils inherent in financing contests for 
public offices through large gifts, most of which 
are not disclosed to the public. 

One reason for this certainly is that politicians 
~—and even honorable ones—balk at a change 
which might stop up. some of the customary 
sources of campaign financing, and which' would 
make them more dependent on the state and na- 
tional committees. 

Thus Republican Chairman Leonard Hall op- 
‘posed further limitations on personal contribu- 
tions—even though an individual now may give 
$5000 to a national committee and send as much 
more as he desires to the various state commit- 
tees and more informal campaign organizations, 
most of which need not file reports of any kind. 
Thus it is possible for an individual in, say, Dela- 
ware t6 provide almost all the money for a candi- 
date in, say, Idaho. Beneficiaries of this laxness 
naturally like it. But their thinking is akin to 
that of congressional leaders who regard their 
seats almost as feudal baronies and spurn party 
direction even on policy. ° 

A man sure of election under any circum: 
stances perhaps may indulge in an independence 
that borders on arrogance. But other politicians 
—at least all those who hold offices below the 
presidency—might well reflect that their party's 
name is more helpful than their own on Election 
day. By ignoring the mass desires and 
the mass support which the parties mobilize, 
politicians may be sowing deeper resentments 
than they realize. One of these may well stem 
from the refusal to put campaign spending on a 
reasonable and open basis. 

Congressmen can find in Washington corridors 
much likeminded support for the old way of run- 
ning the show. But they should know that they 
cannot find very many votes in those corridors.

\ Step Forward in Cyprus 
in excellent opportunity has arisen for im- 
oving—and possibly even for solving—the tan- 
that has existed on Cyprus since 
1950. That possibility arises from the unexpected 
news from Mahe, largest of the Seychelle islands, 
where the Archbishop Makarios, leader of the 
Greek Cypriots, has been in exile since last 
March. 

Two British envoys are now discussing with 
him London’s proposal for a new constitution 
with self-determination promised for some time 
in the future and possibly partition between 
Greek majority and Turk minority. 

The British White Paper seems definitely to 
represent a softening of London's adamant posi- 
tion of a year ago. While the Greek government 
and the Greek leaders in the rebellious colony 
quickly rejected the offer last Wednesday, they 
reopened the door by later saying that they will 
accept the proposal if the Archbishop approves 
it. 
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ed situation 
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They might well weigh the favorable response 
of the Turkish Prime Minister Menderes, who 
observes that the White Paper contains “certain 
proposals which could lead to a final solution” 
and which “could be the basis for reasonable 
discussions.” 

This is most encouraging as the Turks, who 
number 100,000 and comprise 18 per cent of the 
populage of the 3500-mile-square island at the 
eastern end of the Mediterranean, have been 
opposed to any prospect of Greek rule. The 
Turks cannot be blamed for their fears that they 
would suffer if the 400,000 Greek Cypriots 
achieved “enosis” (reunion) with Greece. Yet 
they are willing to use the proposal for a point 
of departure. 

If Archbishop Makarios and the British envoys 
can arrive at some kind of understanding, there 
will be real progresg— The British could lift his 
exile. And he, as y have often asked, could 
denounce the use of violence by Greek Cypriots. 

There have been hundreds of casualties in 
the guerrilla fighting on the island. The Greeks 
would do well to heed the words of Colonial 
Secretary Lennox-Boyd: “The Government will 
be prepared to introduce a constitution as soon 
as we are Satisfied that a situation exists in 
which genuine elections can be held free from 
violence and intimidation.” 

The elections would determine the 24 Greek 
and six Turkish members of a parliament, with 
one of them to be chosen by the Governor as 
Premier, The Governor would, in special cir- 
cumstances, rule by decree and could submit 
certain laws on “fundamental rights” to the Su- 
preme Courtof Cyprus, In order to set up such 
machinery, peacefa@i conditions must prevail on 
the island and nationalism be held in check. 

It is not too hard to understand that the 
British, wi} took over Cyprus 80 years ago, are 
particularly loath to lose sovereignty over this 
red splotch on the map because of its strategic 
value at this time of crisis in the Middle East. 
It is She only secure base the West possesses in 
the eastern Mediterranean. 

The Greeks and the Turks of Cyprus can do 
much to aid the general world situation if they 
will accept the British offer for what it is, show 
that they can handle their own affairs success- 
fully and then present their case for complete 
freedom in the light of what they have done. °

A Development Job to Be Done 

Determined official support surely is indicated 
for Congressman Frank M. Karsten’s suggestion 
that Missouri move aggressively to attract indus- 
try to all sections of the state. 

Without such a program, especially in rural 
areas, young men who are surplus hands on the 
farm may have no place reasonably near their 
homes in which they can make a living. So long 
as they are forced to seek work elsewhere, the 
likelihood is that the state will continue to suf- 
fer both relative loss of population and a re- 
duced representation in Congress. 

Representative Karsten’s suggestion was di- 
rected to Gov.-elect Blair. The St. Louisan urged 
the creation of a State Commission with roots in 
agriculture, labor and business groups. The 
Commission would submit definite proposals to 
the General Assembly. 

Missouri has gained population in recent years 
but not at the national average rate. This re- 
duced rate of gain, caused largely by actual 
population decrease in certain rural areas, has 
cost Missouri seats in the national House of Rep- 
resentatives. The fact that this situation con- 
tinues in the 1950-60 census decade indicates 
that the existing facilities for promoting Mis- 
souri’s resources have not been able to meet 
the problem.

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Because of Mrs. Rosa Parks 

A full year of courage, patience and restraint 
has won for Montgomery, Ala., Negroes the right 
to ride on city busses in the same mannér as 
other citizens. Segregation has ended. A 
long boycott has ended. Montgomery's year has 
made history for the South. 

On Dec. 5, 1955, Montgomery's Negroes began 
a boycott of city busses. This developed after 
Mrs. Rosa Parks, tired from a long day’s work 
as a seamstress, refused to give up her seat on 
a crowded bus to white passengers who had just 
left a theater. The driver had her arrested; she 
was fined $10. 

At first Negro leaders tried to meet with offi- 
cials of the Montgomery City Bus Lines, and the 
bus company told them it had no choice because 
state and city laws required segregation. But seg- 
regation itself was not at issue in the beginning. 
The protest was not against seating Negroes in 
the rear of busses, but against the unfairness to 
Mrs. Parks and others. 

As Montgomery's white leadership proved ada- 
mant, however,. the boycott began. At first it 
was almost impromptu; within a few days it was 
so well organized that 250 private automobiles 
were carrying former bus passengers with mili- 
tary precision. Soon the bus company was com- 
plaining that it was losing 22 cents a mile and 
had to curtail service. 

Next the Negroes were opposed with harass- 
ment. Police arrested boycott leaders on strange 
pretexts. City officials dug up a state law against 
boycotts and indicted 115 Negroes, including 24 
pastors. One minister's home was bombed. An 
attorney who filed suit against segregation was 
arrested for “unlawful practice.” 

But when injustice was added to injustice, the 
Negroes, became determined to fight against 
the whole scheme of bus segregation. The boy- 
cott went on; passive resistance continued with- 
out resort to violence. Meanwhile four Negro 
women filed suit against bus segregation. Six 
months after the boycott began, a special three- 
judge federal court in Montgomery ruled that 
segregation on the city busses was unconstitu- 
tional. Eleven months after the boycott began, 
the United States Supreme Court unanimously 
agreed and ruled against state and local bus 
segregation laws. 

The Montgomery City Bus Lines has complied 
with the ruling. So a case which arose from an 
individual discrimination in public led to a con- 
clusive legal blow against discrimination in pub- 
lic transportation. This story should instruct 
minorities on how to seek their rights—and ex- 
tremists on how not to oppose them. The way to 
seek just ends is to use just means. 
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Not Only for Christmas 

All praise for the ingenuity of the Connecticut 
postmaster who, when a storm stopped the flow 
of electricity, pressed a power lawnmower into 
service to carry on with the cancellation of 
stamps on Christmas cards. If the card designers 
are shrewd, they may decorate next year's line 
not only with cherubs, deer and Santas but also 
with this man’s likeness. 

His innovation, however, should have far more 
significant results. It should mean power mowers 
in every postoffice in the land. These machines 
could solve the junk-mail problem. To the grati- 
fication of the postmen who must bear its weight 
and to the joy of the householders who must 
clear it out of their mail boxes, the mowers 
could chew the junk to bits, 

And to Keep everything in the Christmas 
spirit, the bits could be used to pack fragile 
Christmas gifts. 
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Hooray for Mulligan! 

One of our contemporaries in Canada, the 
Ottawg Journal, has put forth a claim that the 
“mulligan” was invented, so to speak, in the land 
of the Maple Leaf. It is a curious boast. The 
mulligan here referred to is not a stew. It is a 
golf term that applies when a player accords 
himself the privilege of taking another shot in 
place of one that missed its mark. The substitute 
is the mulligan. It is somewhat sinful, of course, 
and naturally quite popular. 

President Eisenhower is a great one for mulli- 
gans. He is a notoriously wild man off the tee. 
Occasionally one of his drives winds up in the 
woods or some other inconvenient place, or even 
flies outside the course altogether. That's when 
a mulligan comes in handy. The President rarely 
hesitates to drop another ball and whale away. 
And when one of his guests runs into similar 
trouble, he invites the unfortunate to exercise 
the same privilege. 

That happened at Augusta the other day when 
Mr. Eisenhower entertained Prime Minister St. 
Laurent of Canada. The Prime Minister's drive 
from the first tee was woefully short, and the 
President urged him to take a mulligan, which 
he did. But with only minimum results, the ball 
skidding a mere 150 yards down the fairway. 

When the news of the mulligan reached Otta- 
wa, it touched off some frantic research at the 
Journal, The gistvof it is that the term described 
the golfing habits of a Canadian hotel keeper 
named Dave Mulligan, who was given to taking 
mulligans when in a playful mood and in the 
course of a “friendly” game. Evidently even 
Mulligan couldn't avail himself of a mulligan if 
money was on the line. And that brings us to the 
moral of this essay. 

We think the mulligan should be recognized 
for what it is. The mulligan is essentially a form 
of self-deception, an unwise attempt to banish 
harsh reality from the links. What would happen 
in baseball, say, if Musial could grant himself a 
mulligan every time he popped out? Or if our 
pitchers could take a musial—beg pardon, mulli- 
gan—every time somebody hit into the stands? 

Once this point is established, what difference 
does it make whether the mulligan was devel- 
oped in Canada as the Journal says, or by a 
Scotsman named MacMulligan the day the Royal 
and Ancient Game was born?

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Making Tax Withholding Easy 
lowa's iegislative Taxation Study Committee, 
which has recommended adoption of withholding 
for the state income tax, has an answer for small 
business men who fear that tax withholding 
would increase their work and expense. 

Dr. W. G. Murray, professor of economics at 
Towa State College and research director for the 
study committee, says the committee has de- 
cided to recommend state withholding of a 
fixed percentage of the amount withheld for 
Federal income tax. 

This will make the tax easy to figure and sim- 
plify the machinery for employers. At Iowa's 
current income tax rates, a 7 per cent withhold- 
ing requirement would collect about 80 per cent 
of the state tax due. And it would, so Dr. Mur- 
ray estimates, increase the yield of the state tax 
by as much as $2,000,000 a year. 

Can Missouri afford to overlook this method 
of increasing tax yields and making taxes more 
equitable?

An Editorial in The Christian Century 


Garry Moore was never funnier than 
that day last December when he told 
his television audience about the trou- 
ble he had finding a green Christmas 
tree. New York City florists had plenty 
of evergreens, but no green ones. All 
had been improved. There were silver 
ones and blue ones and pink ones. 
There were even greenish ones, but no 
plain grown-green ones. 


Now there is nothing wrong with a 
lavender Christmas tree, if you happen 
to like lavender. A 
chartreuse card 
probably carries 
the Christmas 
greeting as well as 
one of any other 
color. No one would 
arbitrarily force 
limits on the chro- 
matic imaginations 
of florists or de- 
signers. God didn’t 
use a lot of laven- 
der or chartreuse, 
ut he did install 
fantasieg and tech- 
nical proficiencies 


in human beings 
along with freedom to invent and im- 
provise the enhancement of creation. 


The only question a Christian might 
put to all this frothy novelty in our dec- 
oration is whether the new breadth of 
Christmas imagination might not be- 
tray an increasing shallowness in Christ- 
mas conviction. Is it just “good old 
days” carping to remember respectfully 
a time when vital reds and hearty 
greens were the repeated motifs. Or 
could the switch from strong primary 


. colors to derivative pastels hint some- 


thing worrisome about current Chris- 
tian conceptions and commitments? 


The symbol must not be overplayed, 
but the plain fact is there are power- 
ful, primary formulations and under- 
standings of the Christmas gospel, and 
there are pretty, pastel ones. And it 
doesn't take new shades in gift wrap- 
pings to show us which enjoys present 
popularity. 


Some lovely versions of what Christ- 
mas is all about miss the depth and 
strength of more traditional versions 
because our contemporaries are too nice 
to start their understanding where the 
church used to start its own. If you 
can’t see any more that things are so 


badly off with the world, then of course 
you will diminish the stature of the 
Person who has come to set things 
right. Men who deny that there is 
anything. fundamentally wrong with 
themselves must be understood if they 
tone down their celebration of the Man 
sent to straighten them out, 


Little problems take little solutions. 
Small dangers require only small 
saviors. If gentler grandmothers and 
more sympathetic aunts will do the 
trick, then of course we can contain 
ourselves when it comes to Jesus. Pas- 
tels will do for the Christ who came 
only to recommend other strategies for 
the primary jobs. Who wouldn't be a 
lot less excited about a suggester than 
about a savior, especially when the hu- 
man situation is not as grave as has 
been made out? 


But what if you can concur in the 
use of every social strategy and psychi- 
atric maneuver toward the improvement 
of men—and still suspect the healthy- 
minded products may need forgiveness? 
What if you can throw out the whole 
impossible rigmarole of an inherited 
blood-taint called sin—and still see 
every man and every generation of mén 
getting all crossed up between them- 
selves and within themselves, not in- 
evitably but invariably? 


What if you know perfectly well that 
you ought to live in love—and still 
don't? What if no other explanation 
for your experience fits except that 
something is drastically wrong between 
you and God, you and the world, you 
and yourself? And what if in Jesus 
Christ you hear God declaring Himself 
on all this, you discover God setting 
those basic things straight which no 
amount of tinkering had been able to 
faze? 


Could you contain that joy? Would 
there be anything pastel about that 
celebration? Could 2000 years fade 
that excitement? Would Christmas 
ever wash out? The glory is already 
dimmed in Christian thought that 
makes Christ in any way auxiliary, 
extra, instead of prime agent in the 
primary action between God and man. 
Pastels are adequate to that pale ap- 
preciation. But confess what remains 
to be done when we havVe done our 
best, what had to be done before we 
could do our best, and not even pri- 
mary colors will do justice to the joy.

But 
after the death of Frank A. Church on 
April 11, 1906, it was revealed that he, 
long an editorial writer for the Sun, 
actually was the author.—Editor’s note. 


We take pleasure in answering at 
once and thus prominently the commu- 
nication below, expressing at the same 
time our great gratification that its 
faithful author is numbered among the 
friends of the Sun: 


Dear Editor: 


I am eight years old. Some of my 
little friends say there is no Santa 
Claus. Papa says “if you see it in the 
Sun it’s so.” Please tell me the truth, 
is there a Santa Claus?

115 West Ninety-fifth street. 


Virginia, your little friends are wrong. 
They have been affected by the skepti- 
cism of a skeptical age. They do not be- 
lieve except they see. They think that 
nothing can be which is not comprehen- 
sible by their little minds. 

All minds Virginia, whether they be 
men's or children’s, are little. In this 
great universe of ours, man is a mere 
insect, an ant, in his intellect as com- 
pared with the boundless world about 
him, as measured by the intelligence 
capable of grasping the whole of truth 
and knowledge. 

Yos, Virginia, there is a Santa Claus. 
He exists as certainly as love and 
generosity and devotion exist, and you 
know that they abound and give to 
your life its highest beauty and joy. 


Alas, how dreary would be the world 
if there were no Santa Claus! It would 
be as dreary as if there were no Vir- 
ginias.
